The Mlule Uart. 


To make this toy a pine stick two feet 


long and one-half inch thick, two brads, 
a piece of pasteboard or stiff card five 
inches long and two wide, an ash stick 
three feet long and a piece of stoat 
string constitute all the material neces- 
sary. 


Whittle yonr pine stick perfectly 


straight and round, a little larger in 
diameter than a lead pencil. With a 
small saw cut La one end a slit abont 
five inches deep. Into this slit insert the 
piece of card, first catting it the leaf 
shape shown in picture. 
Tack it on 


with two or three brads, clinching them 
on the other side to insure their firm- 


ness. When this la done balance the 
dart on your knife blade to find the 
"center of gravity," and at the point 
where it balances cut a notch slanting 
in the direction of the point away from 
the card end. 


The next thing is to construct the lash 


to throw the dart. A piece of ash or 
some springy wood is better for this 
purpose, but pine or spruce will do. 
Cut this about three feet long and the 
diameter of a whip handle, so you can 
bold it comfortably in the hand, yet 
thin and springy, tapering toward the 
end. 
To the small end of this stick 


fasten a piece of stout string about two 
feet long, and at the other end of the 
string tie a knot. 


To shoot the dart hold it with the left 


hand near the tail or paper end, holding 
the whip m the right. Throw the string 
over the dart and draw it through the 
notch until it catches on the knot. Then 
with a rapid upward motion switch the 
whip into the air, letting go the dact at 
the same time. The dart will leave the 
string and soar high into the air. The 
lighter the dart is made arid the more 
springy the whip the higher the minie 
dart will fly. Be correct in your aim 
and you may learn to hit the mark as 
well a.9 did the old time slingers.—Wide 
Awake.

Story of the Only burvlvor. 


MABIE, Mich , September 1.— 


The fish tag Emba arrived down to-night 
laving aa a passenger Harry Stewart, of 
Alegenao, Mich., wheelsman, the only sur- 
vivor of the mammoth steel steamer, the 
Western Reserve, which foundered Tues- 
day morning about 9 o'clock, 60 miles 
above Wbitefiah Point, en route to Kee- 
wanaw. The Western Reserve left 800 
Tuesday, having on board as passengers 
Captain Peter Mincb, the owner, wife, 
children and and sister-in-law, besides the 
regular crew of 22 hand*. The rest of the 
steamer's short history and fatality is beat 
told in the words of Stewart, the only sur- 
vivor of the terrible disaster: 


Everything went well until 60 miles 


above WhttefUh Point, when the first 
warning of impending danger was a terri- 
ble crash, caused by the huge craft break- 
ing in two. She took water fait and the 
yawl boats were lowered. Captain Mi nob 
and family and the officers and crew to the 
number of seventeen, got into the wooden 
yawl and the others took the metallic one. 
The Reserve sank in ten minutes and be- 
fore she was out of sight the metallic yawl 
capsized. The other boat succeeded in 
rescuing two occupants and the nineteen 
survivors started for Wbitefish Point 60 
miles away. A considerable sea blew up, 
but the yacht weathered the breakers all 
night and until 7 the next morning. 
When 


about 10 miles from Life Saving Station 
No, 10 and about a mile from shore, it 
oapiizod." 


Stewart says he saw none of the occu- 


pants afterward. 
The oriee of children, 


screams of women and moaning of men 
was terrible tor a few moments. 
He struck 


for shore and after two boors in the water 
lauded about ten miles above the station 
and had to walk there before reaching any 
one able to render him assistance. A 
search failed to find a trace of any other 
survivor of the wreck and there seems to 
be no question that all ate drowned.

marilv. by reatoring silver to its rightful 
position as one of the great money metals 
of the world, and we are Irrevocably op- 
posed to any scheme of paper money in- 
fl»tion until after every ounce of the gold 
and silver of the world bai been folly 
monetized. We believe that the caui-e of 
silvtr should stand npon ita own intfinsic 
merits; that can only be won by calm and 
dispassionate arguments and that Jt cannot 
be won at all if associated with their meas- 
ures that are ladieally opposed to the con- 
servative ideas of the great mass of tbe 
American people. 
We btlieve that the 


odium which clings to such meaaarts 
will attach itself 
lo the silver cause as 


well, and that instead of bringing na suc- 
eeaa we shall find ourselves farther and 
farther from the desired end, We there- 
fore warn the voters of Nevada against tbe 
danger of cutting loose from the old time 
moorings, believing that the inevjubl* »e- 
eolt will be to sink the cause of ailver 
in the vortex of free tradism. grwenbaokiam, 
communism and all the other objection 
able "isms" known to American polities. 
We atrongly ur|;e tbe development of the 
Btate upon every possible line, and aa Ne- 
vada needs more railroad facilities, we hail 
with delight tbe nrospeot of the aonstinet 
tion of tbe San Francisco and Salt Lake 
railroad. We heartily endorse the action 
of tha'iast Legislature, in grunting sub- 
stantial aid to the Mt»TaJa and Utah Air 
J.ine. with the hope «ha» it migh> form a 
eonneetinR link in a transcontinental route. 
Tbe sympathy and support of tie people 
of this State ahoulo. be cheerfully given to 
this and all other ef orts of a similar char- 
Mt«t, for npon their moceaa greatly de- 
pends tha future welfare of tbe State. We 
believe that tbe American Bepnblio is 
founded upon the principle of politic*! 
and aooial equality and that tbe mainten-
